“PUBLIC  UTILITIES  ACT.” 

URSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  section  27 
of  the  “  Public  Utilities  Act,”  the  follow¬ 
ing  order  was  made  by  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  on  the  30th  day  of  March,  1942, 
and  concurred  in  by  the  Wartime  Prices  and 
Trade  Board  on  April  6th,  1942 : — 

In  the  Matter  of  Low-power  Factor 
Lighting  Equipment.

The  30th  day  of  March,  1942. 

Whereas  the  use  of  fluorescent,  neon,  zeon, 
and  other  hot  or  cold  cathode  type  of  gaseous 
tube  lighting  equipment  is  rapidly  expanding: 

Whereas  such  equipment  has  inherent  low- 
power  factor  characteristics: 

Whereas  the  use  of  low-power  factor  lighting 
equipment  is  likely  to  cause  serious  distur¬ 
bances  to  the  quality  of  service  rendered,  and 
in  all  cases  tends  to  the  ineffective  use  of 
electric  generating  and  distributing  plant, 
thereby  increasing  the  cost  of  electric  energy 
to  other  users  on  the  same  system: 

Whereas  the  low-power  factor  characteristics 
of  such  equipment  can  be  economically  cor¬ 
rected  by  the  use  of  suitable  devices  associated 
with  or  upon  the  lighting  equipment: 

Whereas  the  Commission,  after  careful  study, 
is  of  the  view  that  it  is  not  in  the  general 
interest  that  uncorrected  low-power  factor 
lighting  equipment  should  be  used  and  that 
steps  should  be  taken  to  limit  the  use  thereof : 

Now,  therefore,  pursuant  to  section  27  of  the 
“  Public  Utilities  Act,”  it  is  ordered  that: — 


All  public  utilities  shall  have  the  right  to 
refuse  electric  service  for  the  operation  of 
fluorescent  or  other  type  of  lighting  equipment 
having  similar  operating  characteristics,  which 
is  not  equipped  with  power  factor  corrective 
devices  so  that  the  power  factor  of  such  equip¬ 
ment  when  in  operation  is  not  less  than  90  per 
cent,  lagging. 

This  right  shall  obtain  in  respect  of  new 
installations  as  from  May  1st,  1942.  In  respect 
of  equipment  served  or  installed  before  May 
1st,  1942,  lack  of  corrective  devices  shall  not 
be  sufficient  cause  for  a  refusal  to  continue 
service  during  the  life  of  an  existing  contract, 
or  before  December  31st,  1942.  However,  on 
and  after  July  1st,  1942,  in  all  cases  where 
power  factor  correction  has  not  been  made,  and 
where  existing  rates  or  contracts  do  not  include 
a  provision  for  the  additional  costs  arising 
from  low-power  factor,  the  public  utility  shall 
have  the  right  to  charge  for  the  added  cost  of 
low-power  factor  according  to  rates  either 
presently  approved  or  to  be  approved  by  the 
Commission.

100.  (1.)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬
